“A poor place this, compared with the Eomaa 
thermae! ” said Lepidus disdainfally, 

“ Yet ia there some taste in the ceiling," said 
QIaucus, who was in a mood to be pleased with 
everything, pointing to the stars wbicJi studded the 
roof. 

Lipidus shrugged hi38ht>oWets,bnt was too languid 
to reply. 

They now entered a somewhat spacious chamber, 
which served for the purposes of tho spodyteriom 
(that is, a placo wliere the bathers prepared them¬ 
selves for their Insurious ablutions). The vaulted 
ceiling was raised from a cornice glowingly coloured 
with motley and grotesque paintings; the ceiling 
itself avas paDelle<l in white comrartnicnts bordered 
with rich crimson; the tuisullied and shining door 
was paved with white luosaics, end along tho wnib 
were ranged benches for the accommodation of tho 
loiterers, '[^is cliambcr did not possess tlio numer¬ 
ous and spacious windows which Vitmvitis attributes 
to his mure magnifictnt frigidariiivi. Tho Pompei¬ 
ans, as all the wuthem Itijians, were fond of banish¬ 
ing the light of their sultry skies, and combined in 
their volapluoiis associations the idea of luxury with 
darkncaa Two windows of glass* alone admitted tho 
soft and ehaderi ray [ and tJio compartment In which 
one of these ca«enionts was placed was ndomcl with 
a largo relief of tho destruction of the Titaaa 

In this apartiacnt Fulviua seat«<I himself with a 
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s&^st«rial air; and his andienco gathering rotmd 
turn, encouraged him to commence his recital 
' The poet did not require much pressing. He drew 
forth from his vest a iml of papyrus, and after hem- 
oung three times, as much to command silence an 
to clear his voice, he began that wonderful ode, of 
which, to the great mortificatioa of the author of this 
history, no single verse can be discovered. 

■, By the plaudits he received.it was doubtless worthy 
of hi3 fame, and Clancus was the only listener who 
did not hod it excel the best odes of Horace. 

The poem concluded, those who took only the cold 
hath began to undress. They suspended their gar- 
menta on hooks fastened in the wall, and receiving, 
according to their condition, either from their own 
tlarescr thoae of the thermae, loose robes in cschsnge, 
tiithdeew into tiiat graceful and circular building 
which yet exists, to shame the uniaving posterity m 
the South. 

The more Inzurious departed by another door to 
the tepidanum, a place which was heated bo a 
Tolaptuous wanntli, partly by a movable fireplace, 
principally by a suspended pavement, beneath which 
was conduct^ Iho «alonc of the laconicum 
Here thU portion of the intende<l bathers, after 
Unrobing thetnselvav, remained for some time enjo}'- 
the aitiiiciai warmth of the luxurious air And 
this room, as befitted its important rank in the long 

K ess of ablution, was more richly and elaborately 
rated than the tesL The arched roof was bean- 
tifully carved and pamted. the windows above, of 
ground glass, a^juiitted bat wuideruig and uncertain 
rays; below the tnasedva csomioes were tows of figures 
in^massive and bc4d relief; the walls glowed with 
unmson, the pavement was skilfully tessellated in

By that mysterioos law of Nature, which humbly 
one to eicalt the other, ye have thriven upon their 
mins; thou,haughty Borne, bath usurped tie glories 
of Sesostris and Semitamis—thou art a robber, cloth¬ 
ing thyself with their spoils' And these—slaves in 
thy triumph—that I (ttw last son of forgotten rooa- 
archs) survey below, reservoirs of thine alUpervadii’g 
power and luxory, I curse as 1 behold! The tiiO® 
shall come when Egypt shall be avenged' wh^n 
the barbarian’s steed shall make his manger in th®

the whirlwind of desolation!’' 

As the Egyp^tiao uttered a prediction which fai® 
ao fearfully fulnUed. a more solemn and boding image 
of ill omea never occuned to the dreams of painter 
or of poet The morning light, which can pale ep 
' wanly even the young cheek of beauty, gave b'* 
uajedin and atstoly featneea almnat tltft ci^tixa of 
the grave, with the dark hair falling massively 
around them, and the dark robes flowing long sPd 
" loose, and the arm outstretdied from that lofty eB>i- 
^ aenee, and the glittering eyes, fierce with a savag* 
''gladness—half prophet and half fltnd ' 

He turned bis gaze from the city and the ocea^ 1 
•^before him lay tbe vineyards and meadows of the

Travelliag from dime to 
dime, and beholding still Borne evciywherc, he in¬ 
creased both his hatred of society and his rawion 
for pleasure. He was in a vast prison, which, how¬ 
ever, he could fill with the ministcTB of luiuiy. He 
could not escape from the prison, and hU only object, 
therefore, was to give it the character of the palace. 
The Eg^tiaas, from the earliest time, were devoted 
to the jop of senso. Arhacej inherited both their 
appetite for aensuali^ and the plow of imapinalioa 
which struck tight irem ita rotteoness. Ilut it:l), 
UQSOCial in his pleasures as in his praver pursuits, 
and brooking neither auperior nor eqiis). he admitted 
few to bis companionship, save the willing slaves ef 
hla profligacy. lie was the solitary lord of a crowded 
harem; but. with all. he felt condemued to th*i 
satiety which is the constant curse of men wh^ 
intellect is above (heir pursuits, and that wMeli 
once had been the impulse cl passion froze down 
to the onlinanco of custom. From iho tlisanpoinl- 
meats of sense he oou'dit to raiso lumself by the 
cultivation of kDow}e<ipe: but as is uas not Ms 
oHert to eerve mankind, so he despised that know- 
Wpe which is practical and useful fli< <lark Im¬ 
agination loved to eierciio itself in those rnore 
Tiiionary and olocore research>-s which are ever 
the roost delightful to a wywnril and soiit.iry 
mind, and l-> which h« himwlr »as invited by th* 
daring pride of hit dispoeilion and the mysl'-ri' n 
tradiwoaa of 1/is dime. IKsmissing faith in ih" 
oonfasa-l creeds cf the heathen worM, ha r'pose.i 
fsi'h ia t.*'.-* power >,f human wNdoni. 

^ dti kaow (perhapa bo cum ia tl>*t Mgm di*- 
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tinctly did), the Hmita whidi Nature imposes upon 
OUT discoveries. Sedng that the higher we mount 
in knowledge the more wonders we behold, be im- 
sgined that Nature not only worked miracles in 
her ordinary course, but that she might, by the 
cabala of some master soul, he diverted from that 
course itself. Thus be pursued scienee, across her 
appointed boundaries, into the land of perplexity 
and shadow. From the truths of itstronomy he 
wandered into astrological fallacy; from the secrets 
of chemistry he passed into the spectral labyrinth 
of magic: and he who could be sceptical as to the 
power of the gods, was credulously superstitious as 
•to the power of man. 

The cultivation of magic, carried at that day to 
a singular height among the would-bo wise, was 
especially Eastern in its origin It was alien to the 
early philosophy of the Greeks, nor bad it been 
Kceived by them with favour until Ostanes, who 
aeeotnpaniM the army of Xerxes, introduced, amongst 
the simple credulities of Hellas, the solemn supersti¬ 
tions of Zoroaster. Under the Homan emperors it 
had become, however, naturalized at Borne (a meet 
auUectlorduvenaVefiery wil). Intimately connected 
with magic w.ns the worship of Isis, and the Egyptian 
religion was the means by which was extended the 
devotion to Egyptian sorcery The theurgic, or 
benevolent magic—tho goctic, or dark end evil 
necromancy—were alike in pre-eminent repute dur¬ 
ing the first century of the Clinstian era; and the 
marvels of Faustus are not comparable to those of 
Apollomus.* Kings,courtiers.and Bages.all trembled 
before the professors of the dread scienca And not 
the least remarkable of his tribe was the formidable 
Mid profound Arbaces. His fame and his discoveries 
* Srv note K: ftS Ui« e&d. 
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were known to all the coUi\*ator9 of magic; they 
even aurvivej himself. But it was not by his reu 
name that he was honoured I7 the sorcerer and the 
sage: his real name, indeed, was unknown in Italy, 
for “ Arbaces” was not a genuinely Egyptian but a 
Median appellatioo, which, in the admixCuro and an- 
settlement of the ancieni races, had become common 
in the country of the Nile; and there were wrious 
reasons, not only of pride, but of policy (for in youth 
be had conspired against tho majesty of ^me), which 
induced him to conceal his true name and rank. Bui 
neither by the name he had borrowed from tho llede, 
nor by that which in the colleges of Egypt would 
have attested his origin from kings, did tJie cultiva¬ 
tors of magic acknowledge the pident master. He 
received from their homage a more mystic appella* 
Hon, and was hag remcmbercvl in Alagna Cnrci* 
and the Eastern plains by the name of ■■ Hermts, the 
Lord of the Flaming Belt" Ilis subtle speculaticmi 
and boasted attribute of wisdom, rcconicu in varied* 
volumes, were among those tokens “of the curious 
arts" which the Christian converts most joyfully, 
yet most fearfully, burnetl at Ephesus, depriving 
posterity of the proofs of the cunning of the nend. , 

The conscience of Arbaces was eolely of tho intel¬ 
lect ; it was awed by no moral lawa If man imposed 
these checks upon the herd, so ho believed that man, 
by superior wi»lom, could mis© lumM.-{f above them- 
'If," he reasoned, “ I have tho genius to impose law*, 
have I not the right to comnwnd my own creation* f 
Still roore, have I not the right to control—to evad* 
—to scorn—the fabrications of yet meaner inUllwti 
lliaa my own f ” Tlius, if he were a villain, ho justi* 
5ed his villainy by what ought to hare made hi® 
rirtuoQs—namely, the elevation of his capacitiea. 

Most men have more or leas tho pastion for powerl 
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in Aibaces that passion corresponded exactly to his 
character. It was not the passion for an external 
tndbntte authority. He desired not the purple and 
the fasces, the insignia of vulgar command His 
youthful amhition once foiled and defeated, scorn 
lad supplied its place—his pride, his contempt for 
'Rome—Rome, which had h^me the synonym of 
ihe’ World (Rome, whose haughty name he regarded 
with the same disdain as that which Home herself 
lavished upon the barbarian), did not permit him to 
ispire to sway over others, for that would render 
'him at once the too) or creature of the emperor. He, 
the Son of the Great Race of Raineses —he execute 
-ihe orders of, and receive his power from, another! 
^e mete notion filled him with rage But in reject- 
'uig an ambition that covered nominal distinctions, 
he but indulged the more in tlie ambition to rule the 
heart Honouring mental power as the greatest of 
«arthlr ^ts, he loved to fed that power palpably in 
himself,^ extending it over all whom ne encoun¬ 
tered. Thus had lie ever sought the young—thus 
liad he ever faaanated and coutrolleu them. He 
loved to find subjccta in men’s souls—to rule over an 
' invisible and immaterial empire 1 Had he been less 
sensual and less wealthy, he might have sought to 
become the founder of a new religton. As it was, 
^3 energies were checked by his pleasures. Besides, 
however, tlie vague love of this morai sway (vanity 
30 dear‘to sages I), ha was influenced by a singular 
and dreamlike devotion to that belonged to the 
, .mystic Land his ancestors had swayed. Although 
he disbelieved is her deities, he believed in the alle¬ 
gories they represented—or rather he interpreted 
IhoM alleOTries anew. He loved to keep alive thd 
‘WOT^ip or Egypt, because he thus maintained the 
■hadow and the recollection of her power. He loaded, 
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s extaosted. So, erw chasing love, and taught by 

resbtless imagination to exaggerate, perhaps, its 
lanns, tho Egyptian had spent all the glory of his 
Sarswitlioutattainlngtheolgectof his desires. The 
:auty of to-morrow succeeded the beauty of to-day, 
id the shadows bewildered him in his pursuit of the 
ibstauce. Wlien, two years befoi'e the present date, 
s beheld lone, he saw, for the first tune, one whom 
s imagined he could love. He stood, then, upon that 
ridge of life from whxdi man sees before nim dis- 
actly a wasted youth on the one side, and the dark- 
ess of approaching age upon the other—a time in 
'hich we are more than ever anxious, perhaps, to 
icure to ourselvea, cro it be jet too late, whatever 
'S have been taught to consider necessary to the 
fijoyment of a lift of which the brighter half is 

With an earnestness oad a patience which he had 
lever before commanded for ms pleasures, Arbaces 
ad devoted himself to win the heart of lone. It 
lid not content him to love—he desired to be loved 
Q tills hope he ha4 watched the expanding jouth of 
he beautiiiil »apobtan; and, knovimg the influence 
■hat the mind posses><s over those w ho arc taught to 
cultivate the mind, he had contributed willingly to 
orm the genius and enlighten the intellect of lone, 
n the hope that she would be thus able to appreciate 
ivhat he felt would be his best cl-iim to her affection 
~naraely, a character which, however criminal and 
perverted, was rich in its original elements of strength 
uid grandeur. When he felt tliat character to be 
ccknowledged, he willingly allowed, nay, encourag^ 
her, to mix among the idle votaries of pleasure, in 
the belief that her soul, fitted for higher commune, 
Would miss the companionship of his own. and that, 
•a comparison with olhen, ahe would learn to love

He could not. »'■ 
was evident, profess h> wotship Oo J, ami tontia^ 
even outwardly to honour the idolatrous altais « 
the Fieod, 

Xor was this all: the sanguine and in3pctuo*>* 
mind of OHntlius beheld in the power of Ap.-eciths 
the means of divulging to the )rchide<l people the 
juggling myiiteties of the otacular Isis. He thought 
Heaven bad sent this instrument of His design >n 
order to disabuse the eyea <d the crowd, and prepay* 
the way, perchance, for tho inversion of a wboj* 
city, fie did not hesitate, then, to appeal to all w* 
■ww-kindled enthusiasm of ApKcide-s, to arou's hjs 
,. ‘ '^e, and to sUmoIata bis zcaL They met, occom' 

- previous agreement the evening after w*

The graceful Glancus, 
the beautiful lone, the official Pansa, the higb-bom 
CSodiua, the immortal Fulvitis, tiic exquisite Eepidus, 
the epicurean Sallust, were uot tho only Lonourer^ 
of Ills festival He expected, also, au invalid senator 
fiQiQ Borne (a mao of ooimderablo repute and iavonr 
at court), cod a gmt wamor from Herculaneum.. 
nho had fought with Titos against the Jews, ana 
-having enriched himself prodigiously in the vara, 
Bas always told by his friends that his country wui 
eternally indebt^ to his disinterested excrtionsl 
The party, however, extended to a yet greater num» 
iKt; for although, ctiltcolly spenking, it was at oxno 
tune thought inelegant among the Romans to entee> 
tarn leas than three or more than nice at their 
banquets, yet this rule was easily disregarded by the 
osteotatloas. And wo aro told, inde^, in history, 
that one of tlio most epiendid of these entertainers 
^ually feasted a select party of three hundred. 
Diomed, however, more modest, contented himself 
with doubling the nnenber of Uio hlusca His party 
consisted of eighteen, oo ncfashionable numD^ in 
the present day.
